2.  Ch  the  nlf^t  of  23  July  19o2  a number  of  calls  vere  received 
from  civilian  sources  reporting  u ‘^li^^nted  object’’  in  the  vicinity 
of  Bremerton,  Wash.  Soon  after  these  calls  vere  received  from 
these  civilian  so^Jirces,  a pilot  of  a McCliord  aircraft  who  had 
just  landed  at  lIcCliord  also  repor*ted  an  object  in  the  vicinity  of 
Bremerton.  This  pilot,  considered  an  eDqoerienced  observer,  reported 
that  the  object  unquestionably  in  his  mind  \ms  a shootiii"  star. 
Additionally,  a Civil  Air  Patrol  pilot  vas  reported  to  have  contacted 
civil  flij^it  officials  about  en  object  sighted  in  the  same  vicinity 


at  the  same  tine  and  he  also  thought  that  it  vas  a shooting  star.
